SELECTMEN’S ANNUAL REPORT. 


To the citizens of Rutland : 

In conformity to usage we make our report showing the 
acts of the town officers for the present year and the finan- 
cial condition of the town. The auditors have examined all 
orders drawn by the present board of selectmen up to Feb- 
ruary 16th, and we know of no debts unsettled which have 
been contracted during the year save a few trivial ones. 

OLD ACCOUNTS. 

All the old indebtedness of the town that has come to our 
knowledge and in our opinion legally just against the town 
has been settled by orders on the treasurer, except three or 
four cases which require further investigation. The orders 
drawn by the previous board of (Selectmen from the date of 
their report, February 1, 1875, to March 7, 1876, amounted 
to $1,729.04. The orders drawn by the present board of 
selectmen from March 7, 1876, to February 16, 1877, num- 
bered from 1 to 116 inclusive, amount to $9,344.90. "Of 
this amount the sum of $1,245.23 was to pay old indebted- 
ness of the town accrued and due previous to March 7, 
1876, leaving $8,099.67 as the amount expended by the pre- 
sent board of selectmen for the current expenses of the 
town from March 7, 1876, to February 16, 1877. 

GROVE STREET EXTENSION.

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CHURCH STREET EXTENSION. 

The cost of building the Church street -extension, about 
110 rods, was (186.18. 

WOODSTOCK AVENUE. 

Woodstock avenue, for years past the source of much 
vexation and expenditure, has been thoroughly repaired by 
the town and village jointly, at an expenditure of $970.24, 
of whioh the town paid one-half, $486.12. 

CENTER RUTLAND. 

In Center Rutland much somplaint was made, last spring, 
of water flowing in the street, washing the road, and filling 
the cellars, etc., occasioned by the failure of the old sewer. 
This has been remedied by laying 415 feet of 18 inch pipe, 
and 47 feet of smaller pipe, all well laid on plank and 
cemented, carrying the water to the creek. The work was 
done under the supervision of Gen. Edward H. Ripley, at a 
cost to the town of $494.19. 

OTHER HIGHWAY EXPENSES. 

All other highway expenses, including lumber and road 
scrapers bought, amount to $806 52, making the total ex- 
penditures on highways and bridges for the year, $5,894.80. 

MISCELLANEOUS EXPENSES. 

The orders drawn by the selectmen for all other expenses 
of the town amount to $2,204.87, making the total amount 
of orders drawn for the year $9,344.90 as above stated. 

DOBB BRIDGE. 

The stone pier under the Dorr bridge, so cabled, is sink- 
ing and pitching to the south. We have had the bridge 
raised above the pier, and it will probably require further 
attention. 

, SCHOOL MONEY. 

In dividing the school money, last March, the register of 
of the district at Sutherland Falls could not be found, and 
as the law required the selectmen to divide the money on a 
stated day we divided the whole amount among the other 
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districts. It afterwards appeared that the clerk of that dis- 
trict made his return all right and in time, as required by 
law, but the register was mislaid in the office of the school 
superintendent. Under these circumstances we gave a 
town order to Baid district for the amount which was equit- 
ably their due. 

LIQUOR AGENT. 

The town liquor agent's report is clear and satisfactory. 
From the report you will see there is a reduction of his 
salary of $50, and a net income on the business to the town 
of $217.68. 

TOWN HALL. 

The town hall is a great convenience to our people, but 
as the town has invested a large sum in the building it 
should be self sustaining or more. For the past year debt 
and credit has been kept under the direction of Mr. N. L. 
Davis, who, after paying all expenses of the hall, including 
coal, gas, janitor services, repairs, and seventy-five dollars 
to Mr. DaVis for services, which is less than the ten per 
cent, of the gross receipts, heretofore allowed for the same 
services, returned a net income to the town treasury of 
$179.40. 

REAL ESTATE OWNED BT THE TOWN 

The town is the owner of some ten lots of land, nine of 
which are leased for what is now a merely nominal rental, 
the income forming a part of the school fund. The loca- 
tion or bounds of some of these lots are almost tmknown, 
and your selectmen would recommend that immediate steps 
be taken to ascertain the location, have them re-surveyed 
and described by their modern boundaries, recorded in a 
book kept for that purpose. The rent of some of these 
lots have not been paid for some years past, and we would 
recommend that counsel be taken to ascertain whether such 
non-payment of rent operates to terminate the lease, and if 
not whether the unpaid rent, like taxes, becomes a charge 
on the land, and that the selectmen act accordingly. 
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TOWS FARM. 

By vote of the town, last town meeting, the. selectmen 
were authorized to sell that part of the town farm east of 
Tinmouth river, so called. The selectmen have been unable 
to effect the sale on terms which they considered favorable 
to the town and would recommend that the same authority 
be continued to the next board of selectmen. The other 
real estate belonging to the town, besides the above con- 
sists of town hall East Rutland, and town hall West Rut- 
land, and a small parcel of land and old houses in the 
north east part of the town on the Dea. Barney road. 

INSANE POOR. 

The expense for the support of the insane poor of the 
town, at Brattleboro, for the year ending July 31, 1876, was 
$837.34. An act was passed by the last legislature relative 
to the support of the insane poor which may relieve the 
town of some part of this expense in the future. 

The overseer of the poor gave an order last summer on 
the treasurer for $116, to provide transportation for certain 
persons to Ireland. The treasurer has declined to pay the 
order on the ground that the overseer had no authority to 
give an order for this purpose. The attention of the town 
is called to this matter and such action should be taken as 
justice may require. 

The report in detail of the severol town officers will be 
found annexed.

OVERSEER’S REPORT. 


To the citizens of Rutland : 

In the management of the farm and prowling for the 
outside poor, the overseer holds himself responsible to the 
taxpayers of Rutland for everything over which he had any 
control. 

He does not hold himself accountable for the suspension 
of many of the various enterprises of the town, by which 
hundreds of laborers, whose families are dependant on their 
daily toil for their daily bread, are thrown out of employ- 
ment, and as a last resort call upon the overseer not only 
for food, but raiment and shelter from the vicissitudes of 
the inclement season. Neither has he held himself account- 
able for the large number who have been committed to the 
jail for various offenses, whose families, as will be seen by 
reference to the outside poor, have without an exception 
fallen on the town for support. Neither is he accountable 
for the horde of tramps that have swarmed into the town 
the past season. The overseer has no alternative but to 
feed and shelter them, nor can he have until the state pro- 
vides some means for their disposal. There have been 
lodged and fed from the 15th of March to the 15th of Feb- 
ruary, one hundred and eighty-three tramps at the town 
farm, and two hmndred and eighty- seven at the jail and 
other places in Rutland, at an expense of $268.75. Assum- 
ing the expense at the farm to be in proportion, it would 
amount to $137.75, or whole amount 84 U 6, which is an item 
of no small consideration in helping to swell the aggregate, 
and one that former overseers, except the last, knew nothing 
about. 

There is another item worthy of notice which will be seen 
in reference to the outside poor, and that is the large num 
her of women and children deserted by their natural pro- 
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viders and protectors, and one that is worthy the attention 
of the moralist. 

While there are the really deserving poor, that we are 
bound both by law and humanity to provide for, there is no 
doubt but that many have taken advantage of the times to 
indulge their idle, thriftless natures and be supported at 
public expense. 

In the management of the farm the overseer has had for 
his aim and object permanent improvements, by which its 
productiveness might be increased, rather than for fancy, 
although as it is on a great public thoroughfare he might 
have been pardoned for giving a rail or post an extra coat 
of whitewash — and yet, he has done nothing more'than any 
thrifty, enterprising farmer, of any pride and self-respect 
would do for himself. 

The farm was, when the town purchased it, in a very de- 
lapidated condition and required a great amount of labor in 
building new and repairing old fences, clearing meadows of 
stone, etc., etc., before the spring crops could be put in. 

Farmers who make any money adopt two methods to do 
it — one skins his farm of everything available and puts the 
proceeds at usurious interest, thereby increasing his bank 
stock but impoverishing his farm, and has a demoralizing 
influence on the community in which he lives ; another gets 
his reward by beautifying and increasing the productive- 
ness of his farm and the number and quality of his stoek, 
thereby increasing the value of each, and exerts a healthy 
influence among his surroundings. 

As the farm has now become a matter of fact institution, 
the sooner it is put into a thrifty, productive state the bet- 
ter for all concerned, and acting on this principle I accepted 
the latter method as my “base” of operation. Stock was 
bought at average prices for the double purpose of supply- 
ing food for the inmates and to consume the coarse produce 
and the result will be a large quantity of first quality of 
manure to be retutned to the soil in the spring. 

Among the improvements on the farm are the clearing 
meadows of boulders and surface stone, and building from 
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eighty to one hundred rods of heavy, three foot and a half 
double faced stone wall, substantial enongh to set a build- 
ing on, that will stand until the present generation of tax- 
payers are beyond the reach of the collector. Also draining 
and opening some hundred rods of ditch and making a 
cess pool, which will be noticed in another place ; clearing 
the banks of the stream of brush ; and building some hun- 
dred rods of new line fence that properly belonged to the 
selectmen to do — all of which has taken an immense 
amount of labor to accomplish, but who can estimate the in* 
creased value of the crops for coming years? 

There should be tillage land enough near the buildings to 
keep the working force in constant employment in raising 
produce, etc. Suppose, as some assert, that they cannot 
get in return dollar for dollar, no one can estimate in dol- 
lars and cents the moral effect of well directed labor on this 
class. 

The betterments and improvements oh the farm alone 
have increased its value in the estimation of disinterested 
business men from adjoining towns, who frequently pass 
and repass on this great public highway, to be, at least, one 
thousand dollars, and otl er things being equal. 

In the additions and repairs on the house the overseer has 
carried out the plans so admirably conceived, so far as they 
went, and commenced by Col. Putnam, but which he was 
unable to finish, winter closing in upon him. In addition 
to the above there has been excavated and built a 26sI8 
basement of stone and cement, the south end being used 
for a store room and vegetable cellar, and the north for a 
kitchen and wash room, with a cistern of seventy-five hogs- 
heads capacity in the same — the whole work being done, in- 
cluding the stone and mason work, by the inmates without 
any expense except for material, stone, lime and cement 
not a particle of Wood work about it. 

The water closets are so arranged that the contents of 
the wash room pass through them and thence through an 
eight-inch Ripley cement pipe, one hundred and twenty 
feet with ten inch fall, into a cesspool of seventy-five cords 
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capacity. Into this is thrown muck and all garbage from 
about the premises, which will not only free the house and 
surroundings from all that is offensive and impure, but will 
furnish any quantity of valuable compost to be applied an- 
nually to the adjoining meadows, which will be of great 
utility in increasing both quantity and quality of grass. 

The additions and repairs are now complete, neat, clean, 
and comfortable, and will accommodate seventy-five in- 
mates and will not cost ten dollars for (en years or until a 
new coat of paint is needed, and will compare favorably 
with any similar institution in the state. 

The discipline and good order of the establishment has 
been remarkable when we take into account the number 
sheltered there, the sexes, different ages and grades of in- 
tellect and nationalities. There may have been an occa- 
sional oath and passage at arms, but that is the exception 
and not the rule, and all who are able to labor have done so 
cheerfully, both inside and out, and have rendered valuable 
assistance in the great amount of labor that has been done 
there the past season, and the fact has been demonstrated 
beyond a doubt that a pleasant word, a good “ square meal ” 
and comfortable garment is a greater stimulus to action than 
an oath and kick. Tom McMann as stone mason and wall 
builder, James Hagan in care of stock and horse teamster, 
MikeBrislin on the farm, and others deserve special notice. 
Tom Crowley sustained his reputation as boss gardner. 
Tom’s ambition was in his cabbage patch, but the “ best 
laid schemes of mice and men aft gangaglee.” The “ bloody 
wurrums ” made a raid on Tom’s patch and he made war on 
them, and like the issues of the late presidential election it 
was doubtful on which banner victory would perch. Tom 
never swears, no never, but he was often heard to express a 
silent wish that the “ vagabond thaves” were somewhere in 
the vicinity of Gen. Newton’s great explosion. Tom, how- 
ever, came off victorious to the tune of two thousand heads. 

The overseer rented the Mrs. Daniel Wing farm, lying 
adjacent, for two reasons : First, for the house to put some 
families in from Rutland village, where they could be sup- 
ported cheaper from the farm than from the groceries and 
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markets in Rutland. Second, there was not available tillage 
land enough for the working force we had and supply the 
need of the establishment. As the right or propriety of 
the transactions has been severely questioned we will let the 
following figures decide :

for labor, which is a trifling matter, as a goodly amount of 
it was done by the inmates, or calling the labor at a rough 
estimate at $150, will leave $214.50 as a net gain to the 
town. 

The overseer would call attention to the large amount 
expended for rents and fuel for the year. Many families are 
occupying apologies for houses wholly unsuitable for hu- 
man habitations, cold, cheerless and requiring a great 
amount of fuel, and yet landlords neglect to repair them, 
3 
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but are very tenacious of their quarter’s rent — this is not as 
it should be. 

There has been a great deal of sickness among those re- 
ceiving help, caused no doubt by exposure and insufficient 
food and clothing, and many have received medical aid and 
medicine whose names are not in this report. 

It will be noticed also the seemingly large amount ex- 
pended for furniture, beds and clothing for the house. 
This could not well be avoided, as families and individuals 
flocked there, and without exception, they came in a desti- 
tute condition, not a change even in their tattered gar- 
ments, and had to be clothed from their undergarments, 
outwards, not only from necessity but decency. The cloth- 
ing has been for comfort not extravagance. 

There have been two births and four deaths at the farm 
the past season — the deaths from the infirmities of age, 
There were twenty at the farm the first of last March, and 
forty- three have been admitted since. There are now, Feb- 
ruary 15, forty-six, many aged and infirm, who will make 
this their last earthly resting place. There have been 
twelve buried outside of the farm at the town’s expense. 
Some of the deaths have followed a long, lingering sick- 
ness, and, consequently a large expense to the town. A 
trifle might have been saved by moving them to the farm, 
but humanity dictated that they should spend their last 
days surrounded by kindred and friends, for there is no 
hand like a mother’s and sister’s to smooth a dying pillow. 

It will be seen that the sum of three hundred dollars and 
more was paid for hay, grain, etc., for the farm before any- 
thing could be realized from the crops to say nothing of the 
large amount for breadstuff's, meat and groceries for the 
house. 

There has been raised on the farm the past season 60 tons 
of hay, 530 baskets of com, 725 bushels of potatoes, 200 
bushels of oats, apples sufficient for the family and eight 
barrels of cider for vinegar, 12 tons of straw and coarse 
fodder, 2,000 heads of cabbage and other garden vegetables 
for family use.

As the listers will report the stock, fanning tools, etc., 
they will not be noticed here only to say that, without con- 
tradiction, we have a superior farm horse, and a yoke of 
oxen that for work, in any spot or place, have no superior, if 
they have -their equals in town, and it is safe to say they 
have done more hard work the past season than any other 
yoke in town has done or very few can do. Our fifteen cows 
are average and in such good condition that the listers un- 
wittingly of course, appraised them for more than I gave 
for them. It will be seen by comparing the present report 
with last year’s that my poor account exceeds that only 
$1,373.70, and when it is considered as is known to all that 
pauperism has incrersed 500 per cent over former years, and 
33 per cent above last year the difference in the expendi- 
tures will be appreciated by all reasonable thinking men, 
especially the last overseer, who has practical knowledge 
and experience in the labor, care and responsibility of the 
office if the incumbent does his duty. 

The question is frequently asked why the overseer has 
more to do, and why the expense of supporting the poor is 
so much more than in Billings ahd Wing’s time. The reason 
is plain. In Rutland’s palmy days, when labor was scarce 
and high, hundreds of laborers with their families flocked 
here, were welcomed, received remunerative wages, sup- 
ported them dependent upon them respectably, no one 
asked for help except the aged and infirm. Universal stag- 
nation ensues, shops, mills, manufactories close or fail, help 
discharged, quarries suspend or abandoned — thousands 


thrown out of employment have not the means to go elsewhere 
and no place to go if they have, and here they are in our 
midst, have spent their last farthing and now call upon the 
town they have enriched by their labor, for help. The 
overseer has no alternative but to answer their appeal, the 
only discretion he can use" in the matter is, as to the amount, 
not what they ask for, but what in his judgment they or 
their widows and orphans really need. 

In the expenditures for repairs, stock, etc., the overseer 
has adhered to the Webster whig doctrine of encouraging 
home industry. Not scarcely a dollar has gone out of the 
town. It has all been spent among the mechanics, day la- 
borers, wood and lumber dealers, stock raisers, merchants 
and grocers. It is all in the town, not lost, but merely 
changed hands, and has been a very essential help to many. 

I should here say that a goodly amount set in the report to 
the farm was for labor, not all for poor expenses. The 
overseer will in this connection say that he was very for- 
tunate in his selection of a superintendent and matron, daily 
and hourly at their post, contrary to all precedents in the 
office, cheerful and ready at all times to execute faithfully 
all trusts. 

In concluding this report the overseer would say that he 
did not seek the office, it was tendered him, and in accept- 
ing the trust he was well aware of the opposition he should 
meet and the sources from which it would come, and has 
not been disappointed. 

As it regards the overseer’s antecedents as qualifying 
him for the trust, he would say, without any laudation, that 
being born and bred a farmer, had some practical know* 
ledge how a farm could and should be managed to make it 
pay, and his experience in the militar y hospitals in Ken- 
tucky, under that strict disciplinarian and sanitarian, Dr. 
Goldsmith, he was prepared to superintend the establish- 
ment. How well either has been done, he will leave to those 
who have condescended to visit us to say. 

The overseer would have been glad to have every tax- 
payer in town visit the farm and establishment, and judge 
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for himself in regard to “gross incompetency and reckless 
extravagance,” rather than from outside reports. One thiug 
he has demonstrated to the citizens of Rutland what they 
never knew before in the disposition of their poor, that pov- 
erty and an alms house do not necessarily mean rags, filth 
and all uncleanliness, but is consistent with neatness, order 
and respect. Their poverty is their misfortune and should 
be treated by those in authority like beings human and not 
like beasts that perish. Among the number we are assist- 
ing are many bright, promising children that should be 
carefully cared for at any expense, for at no very distant 
day they may be leaders in society and fill positions of trust. 

In conclusion he would say that in assuming the respon- 
sibility he “viewed the situation,” laid his plans and has 
executed them so far as he has had time to do so, without 
fear or favor, acting upon his own judgment as to what 
was right and his duty towards all parties concerned.
